B. A THOROUGH SEARCH OF THE JACQUELINE WAS CONDUCTED WITH 
THE FOLLOWING RESULTS: 
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1 . WITH EXCEPTION OF SMELL OF MARAJUANA IN FORECASTLE 
AND DEA AGENT FINDING MARAJUANA SEED AND BURLAP BAG PIECE, 

NO CONTRABAND RELATED MATERIAL FOUND.

4. ASSESSMENT 

A. IN VIEW OF THE FACT THAT THE ONLY ACCESS TO THE SHIPS TANKS 
IS BY THE ULLAGE HATCHS I AM CERTAIN THAT ANY CONTRABAND WHICH 
MIGHT HAVE BEEN IN THERE WAS REMOVED PRIOR TO MY INTERCEPT OF 
JACQUELINE. TO OFFLOAD CARGO FROM THESE TANKS WOULD BE 
A LABORIOUS TASK BUT IT COULD BE DONE. THE FACT THAT THERE WAS 
THE FAINTEST AROMA OF WHAT SMELL LIKE MARIJUANA IN THE FORWARD 5 
COMPARTMENTS UNDER THE FOCISLE MAKE ME CONCLUDE THAT HE DID HAVE 
CARGO RECENTLY. THE FRESH PAINTING DONE ON THE DECK LEADING 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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INTO THE FOCISLE COMPARTMENTS ATTEMPTED TO MASK THE ODOR OF THAT 
CARGO. BECAUSE JACQUELINE WAS DIW ON SUN 9 APRIL WHEN SIGHTED AT 
1500 AND THEN GOT UNDERWAY IT COULD BE ASSUMED SHE HAD NOT YET 
MADE HER DROP. THEN DURING THE HOURS OF 1900-0200 JETTISONED 
WHATEVER CARGO SHE DID HOLD. MY BOARDING OFFICER ESTIMATES 14 TONS 
OF MARIJUANA COULD BE HELD IN EACH TANK. IT'S UNLIKELY TO ME THAT 
SHE WAS FULLY LOADED BECAUSE OF THE DIFFICULTY IN REMOVING BALES 
FROM THE TANKS DURING THAT TIMEFRAME WHEN SHE WAS NOT UNDER 
SURVEILLANCE.
